They were 
typical of the young men of thelr 
race who for an ideal, mistaken 
or not, have left the aafety and 
comfort of their homes to, sacri- 
fice youth and Ife itself in a 
distant and alien country they 
do not understand. 

There are over 2000 Americans 
in the International Brigade to- 
day; most of them young enough 
to ‘be suspect.of being ambitious 
to be heroes. They contrast odd- 
ly with the thousands of young 
men one sees out of uniform = in 
every town in Spain, especially 
in Barcelena. Conscription exists, 
it is true, between certain age 
limita, You will not be called up 
if you are twenty or thirty-two; 
and a huge proportion of Spani- 
ards between these ages contrive 
to keep out of the army on, “wor! 
of national importance.” ‘

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' Reading Aloud 


EOPLE with memories will 
have notited that Dr. Inge, 
in suggesting that good literature 
ought to be read aloud, ia recall- 
ing something which wan very 
the much more regularly prac- 
tised in the Victorian aye than 
now. It was not only that poets 
like Tennyson and Swinburne 
liked to read their own works 
aloud (Tennyson expected to be 
heard through the whole length 
of “Maud” if he embarked upon 
it), but reading aloud was a re- 
gular way of passing the even- 
ing in family life. Very often 
paterfamilias did the reading, 
and woe betide any of the child- 
ren who showed a failing inte 
est. Sometimes, however, it was 
thought “improving” to call upon 
each member of the family in 
turn, George Moore recalled how 
father and how he came to grief 
he used to have to read to hia 
when the “s’s” were printed in 
the old-fashioned way, - 


Browning was more generous 
than some of his brother poeta, 
for when he was called upon to 
read something of his own he 
would ‘say, “No R. B. to-night,” 
and would embark on some of his 


favourites of the past. Sir George 
Tr an has left uaa picture 
-of-the tours which Macaulay took 
with his nephews and nieces, and 

of the evenings at an inn when 


he “would read from the works’ - 


of Sterne or Smollett or Ficld- 
ing those scenes to which ladics 
might listen but which they could 
not well venture to pick out for 
themselves.” And that suggests 
a social change (in the choice of 
reading matter for women) which 
ix still more significant than any 
decay in reading aloud. 


Stamp Perforation © 


It is unlikely that in the Stamp 
Exhibition opened in ‘London a 
few days ago there will be any 
mention of how stamps, instead 
of being sold in plain sheets to 
be cut off as required, came to 
he perforated, The originator was 
a journalist, Charles Fowler. 
Well known in London as a 
penny-a-liner, he specialised in 
reporting fires and became fami- 
liar as “Fire Fowler.” 


Jn the course of his work Fow- 
ler nent gway many communien- 
tions by post, and he was con- 
stantly using stamps, One night 
in the autumn of 1847 he was in 
his usual. “office’—the Red Lion, 
Strand—and busy on his usual 
‘Job. : With all his matter written

and placed in envelopes, hia next 
tnsk war to out the necessary 
stamps from a sheet. To his an- 

noyance he found he had neither 
acissors nor knife, Something had 
to be done, so, taking a pin from 
hia cont, he pricked slong the 
edge of the stamps to the extent 
of as many os he wanted and tore 
them off, thinking no more abdut 
the process, From that moment 
Fowler fades from the atory, und 
there enters one Henry Archer. 


Our “Convenience And

Archer happened to see Fow- 
ler doing his little pin trick. He 
watched the procecdings care- 
fully, took the idea home with 
him and slept on it, and a few 
weeks jater approached the au- 
thorities at Somerset House with 
a proposal for a perforating ma- 
chine to pierce the sheets of 
stamps so that each stamp might 
be drawn apart. A Select Com- 
mittee wars apvinted to inquire 
into the matter; it reported that 
the pertorating of postage stamps 
would be of great convenience 
and advantage to the public,” and 
recommended the purchase by 
the Government of the machine 
constructed by Mr. Henry Ar- 
cher, 


Archer was paid £4,000 for hia 
machine, and—improved, of 
course—it has been making our 
stamps detachable from thelr ° 
sheets ever since. What became 
of Charles Fowler hag never been 
considered “news.”

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ELECTRICITY A- SAFE. 


N extraordinary sequence of 
electrical accidents has 
momentarily shaken confidence 
in tho safety of electricity. Act- 
ually, although recent happenings 
may appear to contradict tho 
statement, electricity is one of 
the safest of the modern servants 


‘of man. 


Everyone in a city is constant- 
ly in close touch with electrical 
circults, but, the casualty list is 
exceedingly small compared to 
that of the motor car, or of fire- 
arms, for example. This list, 
smal! though it be, can be or will 
bo reduced appreciably, but it 
is necensary to realise that a few 
simple precautions must alwaya 
be observed. 

A knowledge of how danger- 
ous conditions may arise will 
show how they may be avoided. 
Electrical energy ia conveyed to 
the groat majority of domestic 
appliances by two wires between 
which exists an electrical pres- 
sure, in practice known as the 
voltage of the circuit. When- 
ever the circuit between these 
wires fs completed a current will 
flow, the flow being caused by 
tho before-mentioned pressure or 
voltage. 

The magnitude of the flowing 
current will depend upon.the op- 
position or resistance offered by 
the connecting circuit, which, ac- 
cording to its mechanical and 
electrical properties, may be high 
or low. Unauthorised flow of 
current is prevented by enclosing 
the conductors in a material 
which has a very high resistance, 
such as rubber, cotton, porcelain, 
glass, bakelite, and other mater- 
jals. Tho amount of current 
flowing through the desired  cir- 
cuit is determined by the length, 
nature, and thickness of its wind- 


‘ing, as in the case of lamps, 


radiators, tunsters, and like ap- 
pliances, or che nature of the 
windings of motors. 
One Wire Earthed, 

One of the wires that comes 
in from the supply circuits is 
well connected to carth ‘at one or 
more points of the system. Earth 
is a good conductor of clectri- 


city, so that che original pressure . 


or voltage of the aystem exists 
between the unearthed wire of 
the supply and earth and all 


points connected to it, water * 


pipes, sras pipes, the metal frames 
of buildings, iron roofs, tanks, 
floors through which pipes pass, 
and everything which is directly 
or indirectly connected to earth 
or to an earthed object: 

Consider the implications of 
this condition. The internal wir- 
ing or winding of some appliance 
accidentally comes into contact 
with the metal frame of the ap- 
Pliance, or the insulation wears 
off the unearthed incoming wire, 
and the bared metal touches the 
frame. Immediately the outer 
shell of the appliance becomes, 
to all intents and purposes,. part 
and parcel of this line, and there 
exists automatically the full Jine 
pressure or voltage between the 
frames of this appliance — and: 
earth. . 

As soon as the user totiches 
this frame, and at the same time 
something which is earthed, oa 
current flows. The amount of 
this current will depend upon the 
condition of the complete — cir- 
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cult. For instance, tho user may 
be standing on a thick carpet 
upon a dry wooden floor, in which 
case the flow would be negligible, 
and the device could be handled 
with impunity. Yet, it might 
have a serious fault, and’as soon 
os it was used on a wet floor, or 
in contact with an earthed ob- 


- ject, fatal results might follow. 


The precise nature of electri- 
city may not be known, but its 
properties and behaviour are 
known, and circuits and ap-. 
pliances can ‘be designed and 
operated with great precision. 
Further, the properties of many 
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kinds of insulting materials aro: 
recognised. In short, over half 
a century of experience and re- 
search has enabled systems and 
appliances to be déveloped which 
if installed and operated in ac- 
cordance with well-established 
rules will be perfectly safo, as 
indeed the great majority. of fn- 
stallations are. 
Well Established Rules, 
Insletence upon a rigid adher- 
ence to the rules by those who 
instal a wiring system, and by 
those © who make ~ applian- 
cea for connection thereto, is an 
important part of the problem

BRIDGE NOTES 


Tactics of the Austrian team 


HERE canbe little doubt that 
the Austrian team is, at pre- 
sent, the best in the world of Con- 
cract Bridge. They won the 
World Championship, last June, at 
Budapest, and recently, in a match 


Jof 300 handa, decisively defeated 


a atrong British Bridge League 
team at the Waldorf Hotel, Lon- 
don. Much of their success is at- 
tributable to their well-nigh per- 
fect play of the cards. No team 
can do much without good play. 
But, in my opinion, the chief dif- 


/ference between the Austrians and 
‘other very strong teams les in 
their methods of bidding. 


As one writer put it recently:— 
“Their system has so many com- 
plicated firtificiat bide that it 
seems more like a code than a sys- 
tem. While throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world the tendency 
has always been to adopt only 
those conventional bids which are 
founded on natural reasoning, the 
Austrinns have proceeded in the 
reverse direction; they have de- 
vised and adopted a whole series 
of artificial bids.” Having done 
this, their next move was to get 
together the four most brilliant 
players in the country and train 
them thoroughly in the system. 
The result has been that, as a 
team, the Austrians have become 
—shall we say—invincible. Cer- 
tainly, they have still to.bo defeat- 


ed. Po 

The system used by the  Aus- 
trians is based on what is known 
by. them os “the Vienna count’— 
7 for an Ace, & for a King, 3 for a 
Queen, and. point for a Jack. 
Their opening bids of “One” are 
of three types :— .
